ISj 
are the inftances of perfons who have volunti 
withdrawn from the reftraints of civilized 
and embraced with freedom tlic habits and 
fuits of the Indian -, but feldom is it, that a 
vagc has become fo attached to our cultoms 
manners, as not to figh for his original indepi 
cnce and exemption from artificial wants. 

At the diftance of eighty leagues from the 
trance of the Milliffippi, they arrived at the 
flucnce of the Red River, up which they fai 
and bid adieu to the noble fcenery which had fo '. 
charmed their fight. This ftream was conip 
tively languid and mean -, the woods appe 
dwarfifh, and the foil ungenial. 

Having navigated Red River for feveral c 
they came to a fall about eight feet high, in 
vicinity of which are a number of French faiii: 
who intermarry with the natives. Here 
were obliged to unload, and haul their veH''.^ 
with much labour. Proceeding about two lea 
farther, they met with afimilar interrupt ioHj 
had the fame vexatious talk to repeat.

Nacliitorhes is computed to be one hundred ar 
forty leagues from New Orlp>ans. It is of fm? 
extent, but very populous, and the inhabitants ai 
jnuch inured to labour and fatigue. Huntir

f. de Pages, having fpcnt three days at this 
, prepared to fet out for the Spanifh fettlc- 
it of Adaes, about feven leagues diflant j and 
ed one of the Creoles for his guide, who had 
afpe6t as difmal, and manners as brutal, as 
a well be conceived. 

Their road lay through thick woods, over a 

ry rugged furface. Being much wearied, tliey 

alted at the hut of a baptized Indian, who kindly 

sceived them, and granted them the beft acconi- 

nodations for rell and refreihment that his hum- 

olc circumltances would allow. But bread was 

not to be had for money ; and our traveller, after 

fuffering, to an extreme degree, the pinchings of 

real want, determined to proceed to the f(:;ttle- 

ment, where he was entertained in the houle of a 

fubaltern, and fared fomewhat better, though far 

from abundantly. 

The poft of Adaes conlifts of about forty 
mean huts, conflruftcd offtakes driven into the 
ground. There is a kind of fort, called the Pre- 
fidio; and, at a little diftance, Hand a clunch and

Water is extremely fcarce, and this unfortu 
Qate deiiciency, joined to the natural indolcnc

. dc Pag68, fince his departure from New 
ms, had accuftomed himfelf to fleep in tho 
air; but the nights becoming cold, while 
lays continued very hot, he caught a lever 
e he had half accomplifhed his JQUiuc^\ 
h being atteuded at even ^^^^Sioxv ^vvVv -a. 
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violent giddinefs. Providence, he lays, alone 
ferved him from tumbling from his horfe, 
daihing again ft the branches of the trees 
projetted over the path. 

On his arrival at Naquadoch, he foon reco^ 
cd his health j and had the pleafure to meet witk : 
a kind reception from the governor, to whom htt ; 
addrefled himfelf j but provifions being fcarce 
here, he found himfelf under the difagreeablcnc* 
ceihty of returning to Adaes, in order to procurt 
a fupply. 

Being unable to engage a guide, or companion* 
on his way back, he fet out alone; and ofteih 
during his journey, fays, he had reafon to admire 
the vifible exercife of the paternal care of the 
Almighty. He now led the life of a favagc ia 
its mod unplcnfant fenfe; and was expofed to 
dangers of every kind from the wild beads, and 
from the more dreaded natives. 

One day, when he had alighted from his mule, 
on purpofe to refreih himfelf, he was fuddenly 
accofted by two female Indians, who begged for 
fome maize. Our traveller ihared with them 
what little he had ; and foon after they returned, 
and by way of teftifying their gratitude, made 
hini a prefent of fome cakes made of wild fruitk 
He afterwards fell in with the men of the fame 
village ; and though he felt it impolfiblc to diveii 
himfelf of apprchcnfion, he was agreeably deceiv- 
ed by finding them friendly, and ready to alHil 
and dire6t him. 

Next night he committed himfelf to fleep, 
with his mule tied to the flump of a tree. About 
midnight he awoke, and was going to remove his

very agreeable to hts tafle. 

Palapa istitnatedon the river of the famena 
at the diilance of two leagues from the fea. 1 
houfes of the natives are generally conftruda 
bamboo, and thatched with the leaves of the n 
as it is called, a kind of fhrub. The body of 
building is raifed fome height above the groi 
and refts on a iioor of fplit bamboos. 

The natives, efpecially thofe who reiide on 
fea-coaft, were formerly Mahometans; but 
miflionary Jefuits have converted them to 
religion and allegiance of Spain ; and exerci 
tyrannical power over them. For the moft tri 
offences^ perfons of both fexes, and all ages, 
fubje6led to the difcipline of the whip 5 to w) 
the degraded native fubmits with fuch patic 
that he even thanks the ghofily father for the 
nefit his Ibul has received from the efFefts < 
baftinado, which he is taught to believe was 
fli6ted for its good. 

The Jefuit, by means of confeiiion, has ac 
to the mod fecret thoughts of the Indian, wh< 
the fimplicity of his heart, pours out not onlj 
offences, but whatever is the obje6t of his h* 
or fears in the ear of his pafior. Threats, flati 
prefepts, and puuifhmeuts, are alteraatelj \ 
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Tclaim the favage ; and, at laft, this pricll, 
n entire afcendenoy over him, and he com- 
th his temporal and eternal concerns to the 
!e of his fpiritual dire6tor. 
-naxims, indeed, by which the Jefuits con- 
lemfelves here, much refemhle thofe of 
•ethren in Paraguay, except that they do 
lopnli'/e the produ6t of the per)ple's in- 
fer their own emolument. But notwith- 
l the unbounded attachment which the

M. de Pages fays, he fcarcely ever i'aw an ugly 
or ill-favoured woman on thcfe ilLinds. Their 
features are fmall, and not always vrry rci^nlar : 
bat they have beautiful eyes, and their faces an.* 
uncommonly expreflive and intercfting. One of 
the moit beautiful objedb, in his opinion, tliat 
can meet the eye of a painter, is a tine young In- 
dian female on her way to fetch water from the 
Mrell. The large leaf hat, the deli en te drapery of 
her tranfparcnt petticoat, and a light bamboo 
pitcher in each hand, give a furprifing grace and 
dignity to her perfon. 

Here our traveller was often at a lof? to deter- 
mine which had mod claim to his admiration, the 
• beauty of the country, or the innocent manners 
{ of the inhabitants. Having travelled Iialf round 
; the globe, he had loft many local and illiheral 
I partialities; and was become feniible how little 
I the narrow prejudices of education accord with 
: the fentiments of an open and candid mind. 
Hence, if he envied the Billayan his cnuntry., he 
Was ftill more defirous of his fociely, of that fni- 
ccrity ^vhich was vifiblein his whfjlc cundiicl, and 
of tfial fercnity of mind fo little known in more 
relined regions.

The town of this port is named St. Roch, and 
is well peopled with Indians, who make a6tive 
failors and ufeful workmen. It (lands about two 
leagues from Manilla. 

From the Dominicans, who often fent mlf- 
fionaries to China, M. de Pages expctlcd, but in 
vain, fuch recommendations to their friends in 
that empire, as might have facilitated his in- 
tended expedition to .Tartary. The rigid policy 
ui* the ChineCe, in not admitting firangcrs inio the 
interior parts of their country, rendered this the 
only expedient from which he could hope for fuc- 
ccfs. .Finding himfelf difappointed in this part 
of his plan, perhaps from the policy of the Do- 
minican millionaries, he refolved to continue hii 
travels round the globe, by the way of India. 

As our traveller never loft light of one grand 
objedt — the ftudy of iimple and uncultivated 
man, in his native abodes, the circumftancfs of 
his reHdence at Manilla were moft propitious to 
bis views. He took up his lodgings on the bank 
of the river, about a mile from Manilla, the in- 
termediate fpace being wholly covered with the 
huts of the Indians, fine gardens, and country 
feats of the Spaniards. Numberlefs boats were 
continually pafling and repalling under his win- 
dows; and, indeed, no fcene crai be more gay 
or crowded than the river of Manilla. 

On the ifland of Luconia, M. de Pallet's devoted

The infalubrity of the air of Batavia, is the 
univerfal complaint of alinoft every perfon who 
Las vifited the place. M. de Pages fays, thai 
though he drank nothing but water, and frd on 
fruits and vegetables alone, he never enjoyed ocl- 
ter health than in the Ifland of Java j but lo iliis 
very fimplicity of his living, may juftly be al'crib- 
cd the exemption he gained from the baneful ef- 
fefts of the climate - 

■ Abftemioufneis is not the tafte of Europeans in 
geueral ; but the iKitives are remarkably tempa- 
rate, and whoever will follow their fimple mocU-.s, 
may be bleffed with the fame health they enjoy. 

The Dutch company, under the pretext of do- 
ing honour to the emperor of Java, but in fa 6^ 
with a view to their own fecurity alone, maintain 
two companies of European cavalry in his fervice. 
The Indian kings, in alliance with them, are 
crowned by the council of Batavia ; and when at 
any time the right of fucceilion is difputeJ, 
Whatever pretender is fortunate enough to have 
die company's interell, is certain to fucceed in 
his claim.

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The prodigious extent of the city of Suvat, its 
raft population, riches, and elegance; every ob- 
jt6t, in Ihort, tends to imprefs the mind of a 
Irranger with ideas of its great refources and im- 
portance. 

During our traveller's fojournment here, the 
, nabob made hi& public appearance, attended by 
three thoufand regular troops, befides an equal 
number of perfons on foot, on horfeback, or in 
palanquins. In his train was a band of muiic, 
remarkable only for its noife, together with a 
number of camels and four elephants richly capa- 
rifoned : in (liort, the whole proceflion was well 
calculated to give a fuitable idea of oriental pomp 
and magnificence. 

All the inhabitants of the firfl diftin6tion in 
Surat, and, at leaft, one half of thofe of inferior 
condition, are followers of Mahomet ; next to 
them in number are the Gentoos 5 then the Pcr- 
fians; while the Jews and Chriilians, the lail c^f 
whom, though poflefling the greateil power, do 
not exceed five hundred, make the fmalleft clafs. 

Being extremely delirous to obtain fome know- 
ledge of the Marrattas, our author dreflcd himfelf 
in the fafliion of the country, and having obtain^ 
cd a guide of that nation, foon left Surat. Jn 
hisprogrefs through the country, hepalTcd feveral 
villages, at regular ftages of about four leagues, 
and in their vicinity faw abundant crops of In- 
dian corn, rice, vegetables, and other cultivated 
produdions. 

The country is much interfered with rivers, 
which, however, are inconfiderable, except in the 
rainy feafon. After a journey of ten leagues, he 
came to Naufary, a fmall tower delVudcd b^- ^

High, and almod inacceflable mountains 
furround it, and a handful of men may guard the 
iccefs by land againll a whole army. 

The iman of this kingdom affefts to be the only 
genuine defcendant of Mahomet. He pofleires 
an cxten five territory, and lives in great fplcndor 
in his capital, about five days journey from Mal*- 
cate. 

in thefe regions the bulk of the people live on 
dates and milk, converted into a very dry fub- 
Rance, which, however, being again dillblvcd, 
affords a very refrefliing liquor. From the fea 
they are well fupplied with filh. In many places 
of the eaft the women lead the mod fcqucltercd 
lives 5 but at Mafcate this is carried fo far, that 
not an Arabian female is to be feen abroad. 

After fpending feveral days at this port, tlicy 
Hood for the Sraighis of Ormus, which have a 
trfmendous rolling fca.

M. de Pag6s^ having waited on the I 
conful on the 2^th of June 177O, was p 
StQwt^ t>y him. Leaning that a carava 
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I^t out for Aleppo, only fifteen tlays before^ he 
fi^ with regret the opportunity he had loft of 
"doffing the defert, and feared left he fliould be 
detained here for a long fpace before the depart- 
ure of another. His fears, however, were of no 
Iwig duration. A caravan of Bedouins, or Ara- 
Vian Shepherd's, on their way to Aleppo, were 
fiow approaching the town 3 and having fent to 
^ enquire if any pafiengers were deiirous to take 
the advantage of their proteflion, the French 
conful obligingly equipped M. de Pagrs for this 
expedition; who, having alfumed the Turkifli 
habit, and made his beft acknowledgments to 
Lis beneficent countryman, he departed, after be- 
ing no more than three days in BaiTora. 

In the evening of the 28th of June, he was 
introduced to the Arab, who engaged for his fate 
conduct, and was taken under his care with eve- 
ry token of hofpi tali ty. Next day, every thing 
being ready, he mounted a camel for the firft 
time in his life, in company with eight Arabs, 
and in the evening came up with the caravan, 
which amounted to one hundred and fifty men, 
and one thoufand five hundred young camels. 
The defert feemed entirely covered with herds 
and flocks belonging to the Bedouins of the 
neighbouring camp. ' Their camels wander dur- 
ing the day in fearch of food, and at night re- 
turn to their owner's tent. 

» On the fecond day of their march, they paflfed 
the ruins of a caftle, in the vicinity of a well, out 
of which they filled their bottles ; and in two days 
more came up to other fprings. 

On the eigiith day of their progrefs, they dif- 
covered an Arabian encampmiiut, when our tra-

We hndencd to join his companioi 
frtlr;^ their route in the (iime dire^

in mending and filling their bottles. 

After three days farther progrefs, toward!* 
evening, they defcried about twelve Arabs with 
a number of camels. The chief of the caravan, 
tempted perhaps by the fmallnefs of the part}-, 
ordered his men to give chafe j and in thttir 
flight they dropped fome linen, bottles, and 
dubs. 

This exploit was by no means agreeable to 
M. de Pages; he refleded on the probable con- 
fequences of it 5 he felt for its injuflicc. The 
night, however, pafled without moleftation, and 
next morning they refumcd their journey 3 but 
about noon, all on a fudden they faw a l)()dy of 
armed men, riding full fpeed towards them. 
The Bedouins (lopped their camels, and entered 
into a conference with a mellenger, who came to 
treat with them on the part of the eni;n;y. No 
agreement^ however, could be made, the Arab 
returned to his friends, and the people of the ca- 
ravan flew to arms. 

Meanwhile they continued their march ; but 
in the fp^ce of an hour they faw themfch js pur- 
fued by a large body of horfe and foot. Arrang- 
ing the camels in a compa6t. body, and dil'play- 
ing a flag, the mufqueteers polled ihi-mU ives iii^ 
the fronts while the lances halted at the diftaace 
of ^fty paces before the 13edouin llandard. 

The enemy advanced in order of battle, to the 
number of five hundred men, while the force, 
on our traveller's (ide, conlifted only of one hun- 
dred and fifty. Thie Bedouins, however, waitid 
their approach with ftcadinefs and rcfolution, 
fliouting Alia ou Alia, an invocation to God to 
witne& the iullice of their cauCc.

This cii/:- 
fd extrpmely fortunate ; for next mor:i :.•:■;, iiiv- 
ing gained thr lirfl ridge, and h)okiiig (i')\vn up- 
on the phiin, they faw it crowded \\ ill Arr.'.'inn 
cnmps, and could not help congratiiLilii'.t;; tlmn- 
iclvcs on their cfrGpc. 

The foil now began to be a little more fnlcrp- 
tihlf of culture., and the branih]?s to be of a dif- 
feitnt fperies from thole of the dcfert. Thvy 
foon enterrd on a vaft plain, with diltant hills eu 
each fide 5 and thcic profpeds now lolt much of 
tiVir former dreary uniformity. 
They again fell in with a well, at which thcr 
* iiilcd their bottles; but obferving the ground 
flill moilt with water that had been recrnliy 
drawn, th.ey thought it advifable not to linger in 
this place. I'ying by chietly in the day, at night 
they proceeded along a path formed in tht^ c/ian- 
Jiei of a torrent, and here they oblerved the foot- 
Iteps of camels, while the furrounding di fcrt 
began to have the appearance of being niiicii 
frecjuented. 

At eight o'clock in the evening, they oliferv^d 
fome fires on the heights, and heard the Irirking 
of dogs ; fymploms of population which were 
feon eonfirn^.ed by evident velliges of tiie plough. 
Ill a few hours they came up to fomc^ houft s Uv nr 
a b»eok of rnnnin£C water; and havinix at length 
firtfred a built village, they Hopped their dr<j- 
sned.tries, and lt(;od to their arms. 

Tiie return of day pretentcd th«^m with a coun- 
try watered by rain and refrethed by dew, and in 
no mean f^aie of cuUivntion. It was farther eni- 
Uflifhed with ;;'«plars; the firft Irec.-i they tiad 
ycrii iiucf \h*y h:iA entered l\\*: '\tU\\. 
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When the villagers awaked* they wpweJ 
timidated, and probably mi^lung the ftiai 
for a band of robbers^ th«r reqUeflcft thfl 
withdraw to an adjacent fiekU where they i 
refrelh themfeives UDinolefted. This was n 
complied withf and after a few hours, thi 
fumed their jonruey over a countnr which 
dually was becoming more beautifu^ and | 
lous. 

Having pafled many villages, they. wen 
travelling through a country like a oont 
earden, abounding in trees and plants, of v: 
kinds. Coming to an arcade* within whici 
a charming fouatain of water, the Bedouioi 
feized with a panic* and refufed to enter |i 
of their companions ha4 reconnoitred the p 

At lad they came to a cemetery* and at a 
di (lance before them perceived the walU 
great town. The rich appearance of the ad 
country, and the many fine gardens alon 
roatl, fiiggefted the idea of a very extenfiv( 
Being about to halt under the town wall i 
frelliment, they received a meflage from tl 
lliawy ordering them indanlly to depart 
threatning vengeance in cafe of difobedieni 

Senfible that they were at the mercy of 
rant, they thought it expedient to withdi 
fome diilance, when the mell'age was rep 
probably through the fear which the Bc< 
occafion. Meanwhile a bold and fpirited 
of the party, incenfed at the infolence of th 
pie* (lopped his dromedary, and (luck his 
into the ground, to denote pnirefTion; ai 
fpite of remonftrances and abufe, the whole 
inftantly followed his example.

It thought it correfponded moll with that of 
c ancient city of Damafcus. His companions, 
»wever, told him it was Chams, or the City of 
e Sun j and that it was inhabited by a race of 
CD peculiarly vicious and malevolent. He was 
rthcr informed, that they were ten days jour- 
y from Aleppo, to which he urged his conduc- 
r to carry him 3 but with regard to 'their adu.il 
ttation on the globe, he was more in the dark 
an before. 

M. dc Pages was anxious to be carried by his 
lidc into the city, that he might find fome inn 
houfe of entertainment for Grangers ; but this 
opofal feemed to be idle and ridiculous to a 
m who had little knowledge of European ha- 
:». Having then expreflTed his delire to be in- 
Kiuced to fome Afiatic Chriftian, the friendly 
ab readily complied with this requeft, and he 
w difcovered that Chams was the Arabian ep- 
ilation for Damafcus. In the Hreet he met a 
fuit, who proved to be a native of France, and 
10 kindly invited him to the hofpitality of his 
nvent ; an offer too grateful not to be accepted 
th alacrity. 

Damafcus is large and populous. The houfes 
wards the ftreets make but an indifferent ap- 
arance ; but have a handfome garden front. 
lis city contains manufactures of ditierent kinds, 
d the markets are elegant and well- fu^y lied.

This caravan is conduced by the b 
Damafcus, who receives a confiderable J 
the porte on this account, as well as to 
the military force, and to keep certain 
the defert in repair. At fixed (rations, 
van of Damafcus is joined by the pilgi 
liagdnd and Cairo, who all arrive at Mcc 
at the folemnity of Courban Beyran, 
ham's Sacrifice; or at the end of Rama 
rt'lpondiny; to the Jewifh palTover. 

Thi'. Jeluits of Damafcus were kind a 
tivc. to M. de Pngi's to the laft degree; 
city where the people are uncommonly 
frrocions, and wliirh, properly fpeak 
not contain one refident Eur'^ptfan, thci 
lity was the mdre gratefully felt. 

At his dt'partnre, after nnHino- nearl 
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Dnr the centre of which they crofTed a fmall ri- 
per, and foon after reached a village. 

Here they halted till the ufcal hour of refum- 
ing their journey in the night, when they afcend- 
cd high and craggy mountains, with great ine- 
qaalities of foil and produce 5 though every fpot 
fit for the pnrpofe is planted with vines» mulber- 
ries, and other fruit trees. 

In this mountainous track they wxrc every 
vhere hofpitably received. The natives appear- 
ed to poflefs a noble fimplicity of charadcr, 
equally removed from arrogance and mean fervi- 
lity of fpirlt. Their common food confifts of 
fwect and four milk, and a fort of crape cakes, 
loaded ou a cylinder of htvm itone, heated with- 
biiide. 

Having reached tlie top of the mountains that 
command a view of the Mediterranean, our tra- 
veller, out of gratitude to that kind Being who 
had preferved him through fo many dangers, 
fiiade due acknowledgments of praife 3 and gra- 
dually defcending, they entered on an extenlivc 
plain, whofc lively verdure wasfingularly gratc- 
iul to the eye. 

As they proceeded, the fprings burfl out from 
the ridges, gently watered the ikirts of the moun- 
tains, and uniting their ftreams, formed little 
babbling torrents, which difluled fertility as they 
idvanced 5 and contrafted vvLth the barren wafics 
of Arabia, raifed fuch fenfations in the mind as 
nay better be imagined than expreffed. 

ITiey arrived at Baruth about nine in the mom- 
iug, when M. de Pages went to a convent of Ca- 
inu^in friars, from whom he received a hearty 
V'clcome. The fuperior of this convent gave our 
liavellcr all the inibrmation he vvauVc^ u Vw^\^^ 
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his rcratfi to Quefrouan, a t 
which he was inclined to \ 
days (lay at Baruth, in which 
Mahomctants live on friendly .

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In the (heika of Qnefronan, who have chi 
thi? almolt impregnable village for their ) 
dence, is vefted the landed property of the 
trl<it, from which they draw a certain revei 
charged, however, wiih a fixed fum to the ei 
who, in his turn, pays an annual tribute to 
porta. They adminifter juftice on their 
cftjtcs, and alTefs their tenants to the public ' 
thcus. The Catholics are alone regarded as 
true and legitimate inhabitants of the coun 
ari<l lK*nce the Turks, palfing this way, are 
i^6ted to a certain toll, from which all Chrift 
an* exempted. 

Thefe people never go far from home wit! 
being completely armed j and they never fi 
a pcrfonal infalt to pafs with impunity.

■n ideA of moral reditude, united to great ir 
f iditjT of mind. They are prone to compal 



iTovided it has been con traced with a virgin. 
Divine fcrvice is celiebrated in the Syriac Jan- 
Koage ; but the gofpel and breviary are read 
■iond in Arabic, which- is the vulgar tongue. All 
the ftudies of the clergy are confined to the fcrip- 
tutes and the catcchifrn of the church, and they 
nc little converfant with abftrufe queftions in 
^Uieology 5 but what is better, they are regular in 
;^ir lives, found in their morals^ and fincere in 
their belief. 

The impregnable (ituation of the country of 
Claefroaan has naturally pointed it out as an afy- 
IncD for all the protieflbrs of Chrillianity in Afia* 
tic Turkey; and hence it has become the rcii- 
dcnce of many bifliops, and the feat of a conlider- 
ible number of convents for both lexes. Among 
the former arc the patriarch of the Greek church ; 
the patriarch of Antiocb, who prclides over the 
fcft of the Maronites 3 and the patriarch of Ar- 
menia, who fuperintends feveral convents, under 
the rule of his own ritual. 

The people m general arc addifted to religion, 
ind vice and immorality are little known among 
them. Though the women are not fecladcd 
from public view, chaftity is lb highly efteemed, 
iiat an unmarri^ fbmal'e, who happen ;$ to be- 
»me preenant, is fure to be facrificed by the 
lands of ner own relations ; and a family would 
onfider itfelf as diihonoured, fhould the per- 
nio who iparries a daughter out of it, be unable 
> producQ proofs of his bride's virginity.

Next morning he attend- 
ed mafs; and notwithftanding the moft preHin'^ 
invitation to prolong his vilit, he refunded his 
journey and proceeded towards what is elieemed 
thchigheft mountain in the country. No hrihir- 
ations lie higher tlian Mafra, which, fromiis ele- 
vation, is covered with fnow half the year. 

On afcending the mountain, the mulberry 
trees, which had clothed its fides, began to diUip- 
pear, and the land lay in a date of nature, afford- 
ing only paflurage to fome flocks and henls. 
-They now entered on a rich and fertile plnin, 
which prefented the mod pleafing verdure to the 
eye. This level is bounded towards the fouih by 
the great mountain, whofe perpendicular rocks 
are loft in the clouds; towards the eail and north 
by a fmall hill ; while, towards the w^eft, the eye 
iitu over fucceflive chains of mountains to a great 
diftance. 

Here our traveller furveyeji the ruins of an 
ancient tower, built of ftones of immenfc fize. 
Over the iirft gate was a Greek infcription, which 
he was unable to tranfcribe j but another in the 
angle of the building, being perfeftly copied, v.as 
thus tranflated by the Academy of Seience>5 at 
Paris: " In the three hundred and lifty-lixth 
year, Tholmus prefiding for the lixth time over 
the Temple of the Moft High God, this building 
was eredtcd." This alludes to the era of the Se- 
liicides, that is three hundred and twelve years 
before the birth of Chrift.

When the body has been depofited in the 
grave, the Grangers are invited by the inhabit- 
ants of the village to their feveral houfes, where 
they commemorate the virtues of the defun6t, 
and entertain their gueHs in the befi mabner they 
are able, 

M. de Pag^s now paid a vifit to the town of 
Dair-el-Kamar, (ituated on the banks of the Tha- 
mour, on the fide of a mountain. The palaces, 
or feraglios, belonging to the emirs of the reign- 
ing family, are fine buildings j the .churches are 
b^ndfome,^ and con(iru6ted in a good tafle -, and 
the maniions of fome of the Iheiks and com- 
mandants have large and commodious apart- 
ments 3 but the generality of the buildings are 
mean. The Drufes do not exceed one half of 
the inhabitants, while the remainder are Maro- 
nites, or Greek Chriftians. 

Some of the inflitutions among the Drufes are 
very lingular. A mountaineer is never feeii 
without the walls of his cottage unarmed 3 and 
by the maxims of a law, which cuftom has ella- 
bliftied, a man has a right to repel force by force, 
and to redrefs his wrongs in the bed manner he 
can i and, tlierefore, whoever confiders himfelf 
as infulted, difpatches his antagonid the moment 
be finds an opportunity. This is certainly a 
deplorable laxity of government.

During the three months which our traveller 
pailed at Abey, he Hept in a garden near the 
great road, without any wall or fence^ and yet 
never met with the fmalleft moleflation. He 
had accefs to the fociety of twelve villages in the 
vicinity, and had no reafon to apprehend danger 
in free and unguarded excuriions among them. 

M. de Pages now made a fecond viiit to his 
friend, the paftor of Mafra, taking Aintoura and 
Jelton in his way. He w^as every where receiv- 
ed with kindnefs and hofpitality; and having 
now made a con(iderable ftay in this part of 
A(ia, and being defifous of paffing into Europe, he 
proceeded diredly to St. Jean d'Acre, a port much 
frequented by the trading (hips of Marfeilles. 

Finding a veflel there, be fet fail for Mar- 
feilles, in the end of June 177^ > when they bore 
away for Cyprus, which having coafted, they 
ftretched to the northward^ to catch the breeze 
from that quarter, which they fell in with on 
the coaft of Caramania. 

Having arrived on the coaft of the gulph of Sa- 
talia, they defcried a fraall veflel, which bore down 
upon them with full fail. Being appreheniive that 
ihe might be a piratical cruifer, though only one 
man appeared on de«k, they fired a (hot, to ihe^ 
that they were prepared ; but it was necelfary to 
repeat the falute before (he chofe to fheer off. 

Being in want of water, they touched at Limba 
on the Ifle of Rhodes. Here our author could 
not help comparing the refined Greek with the 
hardy Arabian, between whofe manners and prin- 
ciples there is fo great acontrafl, though both arc 
equally poor.

VOYAGE OF 

M. DE PAG£s, 

TOJVARDS THE SOUTH POLE.. 

IN 1773 AND 1774. 



THE French government, havii^ determined 
to promote difcoveries in unexplored regi- 
ons of the globe, orders were given for the 
equipment of a fliip called the Holland, and a 
frigate, to be. employed on an expedition to the 
South Seas. 

It was with peculiar fatisfadion, M. de Pages 
fays, that he found he was to have a command 
on this occaiion. He was invelled with the 
charge of whatever fervice on (hore the circum- 
ftances of their difcoveries might require 5 and 
he found, by their inflrudions, that they were 
to touch at the Cape of Good Hope, and after- 
wards at the Ifle of France> before they proceeded 
foutbward. 

They fet fail from the port of Breft on the 26th 
of March 1773, with a fair wind 5 and on the 
4th of April faw TenerifFe. In the beginning 
of May they had a diftant view of Martin Vas's 
Ifles } and on the 25th of that month, came in 
fight of the Table of the Cape. Our traveller, 
with his ufual love of nature, in its moil undif- 
gulfed foriD^ made feveraV excux&ovva ^xacitv'^'^^ 
K 2 WoNXicoXaVi 
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Hottentots, and wa» chajrroed with tbe firap 
of thtir m.inncrs; but as we bavc had oc( 
more than once to dclcribe this fingular rac 
vrave jj*irtlcoUr«, however pleafing a repo 

mijrbt be to aarieives, * 

The frigate had failed frona ihe Cape fd 
dftjEjafcar on ibc27th of June, and the Htt 
V'iih M. tie Pagea on board, got uader ij 
the I ah of Juiy. Soon after dftrkneftl 
fpread the heavens, and tbe ligbtning ilafli 
the mod awful form, A violent ftorm fu< 
cd J and ihongh it was night, the waves, bj 
collifion, produced a gleam of eledricitjr, ^ 
enabled there to fee pretty clearly lound ih 

The wind Ibifimg, foon blew a perfeftl 
cane, and the fhip lay water logged in il 
jmoft diftrefs. Happily ftie righted, but 
nfierwarda thrown on thtir beam ends, thtr 
obliged to cut away the mizen-maft^ and A: 
other couHderable damage. 

The iXmm abating, they repaired their di 
So tbe b^a tn^inrier that circumfiances wo< 
low J and on the 29th they arrived fafcin 
bour, on the north-weft of the Ifle of Franc 

Here tbfy remained two months in equi 
the ihip for a fotitheni navigation > part nf 
timt*, however^ ihey fpent on the Ifle of Bo^ 

Bi>th the population and the produ^tii 
the foil of Bourbon are vaftly fupcrior tott 
the Ijlc of Prance. Thisappearance> fo lit 
pe/'tt'd, induced JVL de Pag6s to make ei 
into the caufej and after informing himft 
ipeflmg the fnccourfi afforded to both fettle 
by the mother country, he found a confirr 
of hid old mniiimfij that Jimpiicity of ma 
ADd a diii^cot cultivation of tho LoU^ foi 
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I only folid baiis of a floiirifhing population. Thcl> 
are the only arts known to the Bourbonnois ; 
"whereas the prevalence of vanity and intrigue in 
I the llle of France has damped its profperity, and 
I greatly retarded the advantages which its litua»- 
' tion commands. 

[ With a view to difcover a fouthern continent, 
I then the common illufion of navigators and philo- 
fophers, they fet fail on the 2()th of OAober. On 
the idth of next month they arrived in latitude SS 
deg. fouth, with hazy weather; and next dr.y 
they faw two gonalettes of a grey colour, bird?; 
which arc generally difcovercd in the vicinity of 
land. 

For feveral fucceeding days they met with fi- 
milar veftiges of approaching fome continent or 
iflands, but were flill difappointed in their ex* 
pe^ations. 

On the ift of December, being then in lati- 
tude 50 dcg. they had a fall of fnow wliich con- 
tinued for fome time with heavy gales of wind. 

Ou the 4th, the fun llione out iii all hia 
fplcndour, and the winds died away j but thii? 
agreeable change was of fliort duratit>n ; for next 
day the fnow, ftorms, and haze recommenced, 
and they had little fine weather till the Mth, on 
which day they difcovcred a large (hoal of ice> 
apparently ilationary ; and foon after, the man 
at the mad head, cried out, land. 

It proved to be a mountainous coaft of a very 
rugged afpe6l, and apparently interfedtcd in ma- 
ny places by the impetuous fall of torrents. The 
interior country, as far as they could difcover, 
was wrapped in fnow 5 and along the coaft were 
many beautiful cafcades, fed by the melting oi 
fcbc inland fnow, A river itviVcCi ^N\^.V•^\\N€^:

Though the natives of this ifland have no it- 
gular furm of religious worlhip, yet they adore 
one Supreme Being, as tbe pacron of jutlice atuj 
goodnefii, who will judge lUiin after death, aud 
reward or punifti them tor their dtroerhs or good 
aiiions. Ihe rite of cireumeiiion is generally 
performed upon males between the fcventh aod 
eighth year of their age j but fonactimes at a later 
period.

The ice, though every where fb 
clofe as to prevent the palTfige of a canoe., w»Aj 
however, not rcry compaft j and fearful leJl tlia 
flioals might be wholly cemented together by a 
ftrong froft, and every means of efcape rendered 
impra^icable, they refolved to niake a detcrmla^ 
cd effort to recorer their liberty. 

The Dutchy qot unaccnftomed to fach dangcfTi 
and confiding in their ikill and exertions^ did not 
defpair ; and boldJy attacked the ice where it 
feemed to be falceptibleof the fmalleA re ft fiance. 
They hoifted their fails oppofitc to the pJace they 
meaned to penetrate ; ^art of the crew, ffaitioii- 
ed on each fide of the veilel^ puihed againft ber, in < 
order to widen the channel ; while the men on t 
board propelled her, by puihing away the ice af ^ 
her ftern. The united force of the wind, cap* 
flan, and poles, producing a violent compreffioo [ 
in the circumjacent fhoals, the fhip got undet 
way, entering progreflively into places which a 
little before were incapable of admitting the 
fmalled boat. This more than Herculean labour 
lafted two days, when at lall they worked the fhip 
into a region of navigable channels, or incom- 
moded only with fuch recent accumulations of 
Ice, as were unable to obftruft her progrefs. 

On the nth, their latitude was 80 deg. 39 
min. longitude 4 deg. 25 min. from the meridi-^ 
•i7 of Paris, Taking the advantage of a fair wind 
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id the opening of the ice, they flood to the fouth; 
id on the I4th, came in view of the DeviFs 
ape, which forms the north-wefi point of Spitz- 
Tgen. 

The fea was now bMx>me much more open than 
rmerly : a frefh gale frtwa the fouth had chafed 
5 (hoals before it, while the currents in concert 
th the^wind had drifted them confiderably in 
5 fame diredion. On the 15th, they faw the 
mntains which compofe the boundary of thf^ 
tins of Renneveld. 

Nearly in the fituation they now were, the 
itifli yeflels which failed in 1773 *, for the pur- 
Te of making difcoveries, after being locked in 
fometime, terminated their expedition.

)n the l6th, it blew with confiderable force,

Thia quarter, however, U not the moft cltgibk 
for fiich an cnterprifc^ aa the Tea Iptig in the vi- 
cinity of thoie banks of ice, fo frequent a little 
farther to the weft, is mach tea confined. Kc- 
vertlieletk, M, de Pi»g^s feems to think that a

On the I ft of the month, being in lat- 74 de^, 
our author tried fome experiments on fea-watu, 
and found that one hundred poundb gave four 
pounds three quarters of fait j when north of lat 
SO deg, it yielded no more than four pounds; s 
proof that the intenfity of the cold has a proper 
tionable effeS in fwectening the briny fluid* 

On the IT'th, they anchored on the Ifle of Am* 
ilerdarUj which ia about three kagnes in length, 
by two in breadth. The anchoriog ground is in 
a creek rafl: from the Devirs Cape, though there 
are other ftationi where flitps may ride in fecur- 
iiy.

However, our traveller left iiis du)eful compar- 
nioni, for a few days at a farm near Pifang Rivicrt 
while he vificcd the Tea coaii, and parti culariy 
Tlobbeberg, a very fiugular mountaiHi which, wi 
ils diilorcnt ftrata, refembkd a piece of hetero* 
grneous mafonry. 

Keif thi| fpot he found the ftrclitfia, one of 
the moll beautiftil flowers that has been iritro- 
duced into the gardens of Europe from thiscouflT 
tiy. I'he Hottentots are faid to eat its fruit* 

BLiftjlocs are very plentiful in this neighbour 
hood J nnd it 13 nothing uncommon to fee a herd 
of a himdred or two. A Hottentot, who bad- 
befii trained to the bufincfti of fliooting thofc 
animals, lupphed the family of a farmer wrtt 
themj without having recourfe to the herd; yet 
fo little indulgence did the poor fc^llow receive, 
t^at the number of balU were counted out to 
him, every time he went a ihooting, and he wa* 
obliged to furnifh a buftalo'for each. 

The cretWallen fcrgeant and gardener havings 
^by this time, fortiewhat recovered iheir fpiriis, 
ftbcy refumed their journey on the lOth of No- 
vember, and in the courfe of this day's jourucf 
tefreihed themiclvefl with Hottentot Ikck-mllk, 
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bich they found very acid and cooling, tljougii 
w travellers, unlefs urged by extreme thirtt, 
3uld be able to prevail on themfelves to tafle it. 
'. Tliunberg layg, he had formerly imagined 
at the four milk of Norrland, in Sweden, which 
kept for feveral months, was the oldeft in the 
Drld; but he found that the Hottentot fack« 
ilk might, from its much greater age, be confi- 
rred as grandmother to the Norrland milk. 
On the 1 7th, near the banks of Dicp Rivicr, 
ey faw a great number of fmall heaps of flones, 
ider which an old Hottentot told them that the 
habitants of that track, who died of ulcers, 
ere buried. Hence there is reafon to conclude, 
at this place had been depopulated by the de- 
idations of the fmall-pox. 
The bread-tree (zamia Caffra) which is a fpe* 
5S of palm, grows on the eminences in this 
UriGt, It rifes to no great height, but is very 
ick*, and from the pith the Hottentots contrive 
make their bread. They, however, bury it 
•ft in the earth for the fpace of two months, 
\d when it is fufficiently decayed, they knead 
into a cake, which they bake in the embers, in 
very flovenly flyle. 

Near Camtour*s River the CafFres and the Hot- - 
ntots live promifcuoufly. The former, how- 
ler, are by far the mod pcrfonable and valiant. 
heir inftitutions and form of government are 
larly the fame in their origin ; but the Caffre.9, 
taining their native independence, have devi- 
cd lefs from the cuftoms of their forefathers. 
!unting is their principal delight, and no people 
in be more fortunately lituaied for the enjoy- 
«nt of this fport.

f thing being ready, they purfued their

TtJcfe peoplCj who were well made, and of 
a fprightlyundauotcd appearance, adorned tbfinv 
lelvei with bruflied, made of the tails of animal*, 
which they wore in their hair, on their legii, aoi 
round their waiH:. By way of a handkerchief^ 
mauy carried a fox's tail tied to a Itick, witH 
vhieh they wiped tbeir faces. Some had thong*, 
and others flringa of gUfjs beads, bound fe vera 
timcii roimd their body. But upon no part o 
tiietrdrefs did they fcta greater value, than upou 
fmall and bright metal platen, of br.ifs or copper, 
either round, oblong, or fquare. Tbefe they fuff 
pended from tbeir hair, on their foreheads^ 
breaib, necks, and even their po(leri■ons^ with pe- 
culiar pride and oilentatiou. Mr. Mafon gave 
one of the Caffres, with whom they were luoft 
familiar^ a copper med:d ; which io gained his 
good will, that Ua volunranly accoqipanitd then^

the night they tied their bcaflij to the;

ment, and then compofed themfelves to 
each with a loaded mulket by his fide. I 
fabfequent part of their journey, where 
feemed to rule by day, but the wild beads 
iway by night, they ufed fimilar means oi 
iervation.

30th they vifitcd Olyphanf s warm bath, 
S8 at the foot of a large ridge of moun- 
he ftones in the vicinity are ferruginous, 
the earth appears browniih. The wa- 
' warm, but not boiling hot; and though 
inky taftc, has hardly any fmell. This 
referves an equability in all feafons, 
e farmers fay that thunder has fomc in- 
1 it. The Carrow fields in this neigh- 
arc vejy thinly planted with vegetables 
ad; and in fuch a burmnj-Viol Oiv««x^, 
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\i'here not a drop of rain falls for the fpac 
eight months at lead, it is almoft inconceit 
how they can thrive at all. Their ftcms 
branches have all the appearance of beine br 
and quite dried up 3 but the leaves, on the c 
hand, are very fucculcnt, and prcferve their 
dure all the year round. 

Direding their courfe hcHnewards, the dr 
and the Hottentots were direfted to pre

He con* 
ftantly examined the fodder, as oftea as it was 
brought in ; and fele^ed out of it whatever wa» 
rare and uncommr>n for a hortas iiccus, to enlarge 
the botanical colledions of Europe.

The 
remainder of the month was chiefly fpent in dif- 
charging the merchandize belonging to the com- 
pany. On this bufinefs a number of labourers,

Wherever they flopped, t 
panefe were anxious to get on Ihore to

every hoafe is furnlihed with a bath ; butj 
poor frequently ufe the fame water w 
changing^ it expofes them to catch the itc 
.other contagious diforders. 

M. Thunberg obferves, that in almofl 
;yillage there is a fchool, where the childi 
taught, and that the difcipline to which tl 
fubjcded is extremely moderate. They s 
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.^om rebuked, and hardly ever beaten. In thei 
ieminaries tliey make a horrid vociferation, b 
X'eading all at once. 

Proceeding on their voyage, they again fet fai 
for Fiogo, where they arrived after a difagreeabl 
«nd dangerous paffage of twenty-fix days. Fiog 
is fituated about ten leagues from Ofaka, dire6tl 
oppoiite to it in the fame bay. The bafon^ bein] 
formerly open to the fouth, was reckoned danger 
oug for velfels, till the Emperor Feki, at an im 
menfe expence, and with the lofs of many lives 
caufed a dam to be made to the fouthward o 
the harbour, in order to prevent the fea fron 
breaking into it. Numerous vefTels conflantl; 
refort hither, though the water is too Ihoal fo 
any fave Japanefe ihipping. 

On the 8th of April, they fet out for Ifinomi; 
by land, and after dining there they advances 
to Kanfaki, near a large river, which they paffec 
in boats, in their way to Ofaka. Here the; 
were extremely wdl lodged and entertained; an< 
(hortly after their arrival, the landlord, in hi 
holiday drefs, with a joyful face, and mofi re 
fpcdful demeanour, came to congratulate th( 
embaffy on their fafe arrival, after fuch a lonj 
and dangerous navigation. A fervant followe( 
him, who produced, as ufual, a fmall fquar 
table with a prefent, which was likewife decorat 
cd in the moft fuperb manner. This prefen 
confiiled of feveral oranges, of two varieties, oi 
the top of which was laid a folded paper, neatl; 
tied up, while round the fides were laid fevera 
fquare pieces of fucus, or fea-weed. All this i 
according to etiquette ; and is a demonftration o 
ithc higheft refped for the travelling (Iran^et. 
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wliich, fin ihe heights, make an enchanlmg >Ac 
pcaranrct particularly where rice is cnhiv^tdjll 
which h w^atercd in the nioft ingenious manner, 1| 

Manr ficMs were fown with £ail Indian lialei" 
the br^flica orientalis, which appeared this fcafoa 
gilded with yeliow flowers, gliftening at a grtatlia 
diftance. The feeds of this kind of ka^e, called 
natanni, arc comroonly preflcd j and the oil ei- 
traded from them ia ufed all over the country fof 
burning in lamps* 

In the towa of Miaco the embafly was lod^ 
In the upper ftory^ which is not ctiftomaTy in 
other places, .ind here they continued four dayi. 
During this Ipace tliey had an audience of Urt 
chief juftice and the two governors of the towfli' 
who were complimented with prefents, and in re* 
turn treated their viGtera with tea, tobacco, and 
fweetmeats. The chief juftice is alniott the only 
male at the Dairies, or ecclefiaftical emperor's 
court, where he afts* in fome refpe^ls, as marfhfllj ' 
regulating and ordering every thing about the 
court. He alfo grants paffes to thofe who with 
to travel farther np the country to the fecalar 
emperor's court* 

The DLiiri's palace forms a quarter of Mi^ooi 
and is furrounded with a (lone wall and a ditchj 
within which inclofare live the Dairi, his concu- 
bines, attendants, and priefts. Here his whole 
pleafure lies 5 here he pafTes his whole life, and 
if at any time he takes a walk in his gardens, it 
18 made known by figns, that no one may apf 
proach this quondam ruler of the country, now 
'converted into its pope; but ftill regarded with 
fuch veneration, that no man muft behold hino.

Travellers' wear ogt their ihoes in this coaniTf 
very faft, and 3a calily replace them. They ari 
ni^ide. of plaited rice flraw, and are fold at a very 
low rate in every viUagCj even the moil incon6^ 
df^rable. Hence fljoemiiking forms the em ploy - 
mctM of numerous handd. Even the horfcs arc 
Ibod with ftraw inltead of iron. They arc tied 
above the hoof with ftrings of the fame materialfij 
and in ilippery roads are extremely convenieat> 
though they cannot be reckoned very durable* 

NuLubers of almond, peachi and apricot trceSj 
now in blolfom, enchanted the eye, the fmcU, 
and made a glorious appearance with their fnow- 
white petals at a confiderable dillance. Various 
other fruits like wife enriched the fcene near 
towns and villages. 

Next day they arrived at Arraij, fituatcd on 
the borders of a large bay, which, to appearance^ 
forms one of the bell and fafeft harbours in the 
univerfe, and if fortilied in the European manner^ 
would be abfolutely vw^xt^^tvaX^. Kc,te the 
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' nercfiandife and baggage of every traveller arc 
fearclied by perfons appointed by the emperor, 
who are very ilri^ in examining that neither 
women nor arms are introduced, by which the 
tranquillity of the country might be interrupted. 

On the 20th of April, after palling feverai 
towns, they reached the river Oygawa, one of 
the largefi: and mod dangerous in the whole 
country. It is extremely rapid, and liable to be 
fwolltn with rains, which devolve large Hones 
into its bed from the mountains. Neither bridges 
nor boats can be ufed here, and travellers are 
carried acrofs the f^ream by perfons acquainted 
with the depth, and who are anfwerable with 
their lives for any iinifter accident that may hap- 
pen. They are paid according to the height of 
the water, and the danger they have to incur. 

Being conduced fafe over, though their fit u- 
ation appeared very alarming, they halted at the 
village of Siniada for two days, to refrelh thera- 
fclves. After they refamed their journey, they 
met with nothing remarkable till the mountains 
of Ferra appeared on the 24th, over which they • 
were to pafs, and again quit the fea-lhore. The 
country here abounded in pines nnd other forts of 
wood. At Joliwara, they were pretty near to 
the mountain of Fuli, which is fo high, that its 
top is covered with perpetual fnow that glifteus 
far above the clouds. The Japanefe compute its 
afcent at fix leagues : it is fomewhat of a conical 
figure. The natives, when prompted by curiofity 
to afcend this peak, generally allot three days for 
the purpofe. They believe it is the refidence ot 
the ffod of winds. 

The following day their route, which was very 
fatiguing and troublcfome, \?iy o^^i vV^'S^^vjrdNfc.

He wa* Dot 
sUowedf indocdp to depart far from the road, but 
being acculiomed to the Iteep mountains in Afri- 
ca » he frequtfltly got to a coi:ifiderablc diftanrt 
before his paatlog and anxious followers couU 
overtake him. 

^ One of the largefl a»d mo(l beautlfal trCflf E 
that he faw herej was the fupcrb mnd incompaf- 
dbU thuja do^abrata, the mo^ beautiful of all the 
fir-leaved trees. Here too be found a fluub i^ 
which he gave the name of litidera. The Vf&A

The northern and moiintainoos parts of Japan 
being very coid, 1m? alfo found here feveral gene^ 
ra of trees and Ihrobs indigenous to Europe* 
though J in general, tbey were of a new fpeciei. 
Thus he difcovercd two or three kinds of oaka, * 
few viburnsj and Umie trees of the maple genes, 
with 3 wild fort of Japanefe pear. 

That bt^autiful plant, the gardenia florida, fcl- 
dom to be met with in otbt-r places, tn this track 
was ufed by tlie principal peil'tjns for making 
i&edges round their dwellings. The feed veficls 
fold in the Ihops, and ufed for dyeing yellow. 
:^^hc village of Fakonie lies on the borders of a 

Ice environed by mountains. This piece of 
'^-Water, which is about a league long, and three 

Sarters of a league in breadth, likewiie produces 
mon, and was laid to have been produced by 
Learthquake, a phenomenon not unufual in 
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Cedars, the cuprcflus Japonica, gi'owplentiful- 
in this diftridl. They are extremely beauti- 
:, tall, ftraight, and nfefiil for a variety of pur- 
fes ; as the wood is uncommonly durable, in 
Y fituatioii to which it can be applied. 
Leaving this romantic fpot, in their de- 
nt down the mountain, they faw many pret- 
artificial cafcades and aquedudsfrom the lake, 
de by the inhabitants for the convenience of 
tering their lands. Soon after they came to 
^ fbcond imperial guard on this road, by whicfe 
jy were narrowly fearched, in prefence of tfie. 
:ing imperial commiffioners. 
Che iituation of the country is fuch, that thole 
o purfue this route to Jedo, muft pafs over 
mnt Fakonie, and come to this pafs, which is 
arded and fliut up with gates. It therefore 
fwers thepurpofe of a frontier to the northern 
rt of the country and the capital. Here tra- 
lers muft exhibit their paflports, or fubmit to 
detained. 

On the 27th they were within ten leagues of 
do, and their route lay through a well-peo- 
!d, beautiful country, where the villages almoft 
iched each other. At laft they arrived at Si- 
gawa, which, with Takanava, form two fub- 
bs to the imperial reiidence of Jedo. After re- 
ifhing themfelves at the former, which com- 
mds a moft enchanting view of this mighty 
y, they proceeded on their way; and began 
be attended by fhoals of people, allured by cu- 
>fity to fee men that came from fuch a remote 
arter of the globe. 

Having paffed over Niponbas, a bridge of great 
ignificence, from which all the roads in the 
igdom are meafured, they "wetc c^x\\^^ n^vCcv.

Tlins they liniihed their long joarney wtd 
health and pleafure, and were now fettled in , 
do, in theremoteft corner of the ealt. 

In their way they had an opportooity of feelog 
the ftylc in which the princes of the; countrji 
n^ak£ their annual journey to the imperial court 
Their retinue la fplendid or mCan in proportion 
to their rank ; but thf^y all afleft A^i much confe- 
^^aeiioTas they can fupport on this folemn occa^ 
iion. The train of fome of the chief princes ceo- 
fjitcd of more than one thoufand men. Thcii 
coats of arms, and other in(ignia, were always 
' ^ ied before their norimons, in which they tra- 
felled with grt-at ftate, order, and magnificence^ 
; beautiful Jed horfe or two, generally preceded 
em ; and fome had one or more falcons trained 
fportj carried on their arm. Wherev« 
|ley palfed, a profound iiience was obferved; 
people on the road fell proilrate on th< 
'to mark their refpedt. 
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jWheD thefe grandees pafled the embaffy^ in 
;eneral the curtain of their norimon was down 5 
bnie of them, however, had the politenefs to 
Iraw it upland even to bow to theni. 

On the. frontiers of every, province, through 
?h]ch the Europeans had paiTed, they were re- 
«ivcd and complimented 5 but though they .fre- 
[ucntly lodged in the towns where the princes 
lad fixed their refidence, they neither viiited 
hem nor were viiited by them. It is the policy 
)f the court to prevent, as far as poflible, any 
ntercourfe between the Dutch and the natives. 
3ne evening, however, when the embafly had 
aken up its quarters for the night at an inn on 
he road, a prince came incognito to fee them, 
ittended by only two of his gentlemen, and ftaid 
ill a late hour \ converfing on a variety of topics, 
ie feemed an intelligent and inquifitive perfon; 
ind behaved in a very friendly and engaging 
nanner. 

In this journey to Jedo^ the embafTy had paffed 
hrough fourteen provinces, befidescoafting eight 
note, dui'ing that part of their expedition which 
hey made by fea. 

Though they were not fufFered to go abroad 
►cfore an audience, nor to be vifited without a 
pecial permifiion from the court, no fooner were 
hey arrived at Jedo, than numbers flocked to 
ee them. The great, the learned, were among 
heir firft vi (iters, and afterwards the merchants 
nd artifans. 

Among their earlicft friends were five phyii«- 
lans and two ailronomers^ who in a very cere- 
Qonious manner came to congratulate them on 
heir arrival. They were received by the whole

. On the fubfequent day they paid their refpcdj 
to the temple lords, as they are called, the twc 
gpvernors of the town, and the two commiifariei 
lor firangers. 

On the 23d they had their audience of leave 
of the emperor and the hereditary prince. Thii 
was given in a vcr}r fummnry manner, and onl) 
before the lords of council appointed for that 
purpofe. The following days were fpent in giv- 
ing and receiving prefents, and in making prepa- 
rations for their departure. At the audience o: 
leave, a certain number of night-gowns, of th( 
fineil Japanefc filk, intended for the Dutch £af 
India Conipany, were delivered 5 but the prefenti 
. deilined for the embafly, were ifent to the inn 
Of the gowns, the ambaffador retained four foi 
himfelf, and gave two a piece to his fecretarj 
and phyfifian. 

By the inflrudions our traveller's two favourite

Indeed our traveller obtained their love and 
iendihip to fuch a degree^ that they lamented 
is approaching departure with the fincereft re- 
ret ; and have lince kept up a friendly inter- 
darfe with him by letters 5 and prefents mutu- 
ily acceptable have pafTed on both fides^ from 
ae extremity of the earth to the other. 

As the city of Jedo was very large, fo it was 
Ifo proportionally populous, on account of the 
ifinite number of ftrangers that flock to it from 
I parts of the country. Towards the ftrects 
lere are always either work-fhops, or ordinary 
.le-(hops. Thefe for the moft part are fcreened 
om the view of paffengers, in the ftreet by a 
oth, fo that the artifans cannot be feen -, but 
le fale-j(hops exhibit patterns of the commodi« 
es Ihey deal in. 

The principal ftrects, through which they had 
1 opportunity of paffing, were very long and 
roadj and made a hand fome appearance. As there 
'c neither thrones jewels, nor other parapharnalia 
f ftate to diftinguilh^the princes from the people, 
ley have adopted the expedient of exhibiting 
lemfelves on feftive occaflons and on journies, ac- 
^rding to their iituation in life, and the dignity of 
icir refpedive offices. But as the beft prefervative 
gainfl famUUrity, whith alwav^V^^t^ nXx^ \^* 
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vercnoe due to rankj they keep tbemfelvci 
great mcaiure coocealcd irotn vulgar eyes. 

The departure of the embafly from Je^Oi 
finally fixed for the 25th of May, as the 30t| 
appomtci) by the reigning Tecular eropero* 
bis fettlng out on a journey to the temple o\ 
ko, which ftaods in a very large plain, thirt 
leagues to the calt of Jedoj and which wai J 
tlie icene of much fcftivity. Thi^ journq 
been iu agitattoa for three years ; and man) 
parations had been made for it^ though i^ 
been delayed from year to year. Now, hoff^ 
h Teemed dctermiped that it fhoiild take jf 
for at their departure, they faw Icveral lara 
ties, which formed the van of the emperor d 
ceflion* In the train of the innumerable e 
tude that was to accompany the Kubo, w^ 
be, as the interpreters informed them, fevcrj 
men, beggars, execotiooerSj and even ctjffins 
nothing might be wanting which occafioQ r 
require. 

They fet out in the morning of the 25i 
their return from the capital to Nagafaki 
purfued nearly the fame route as before, ga 
ly halting at the fame inns to dine, deep, 
frefli themfelves. Confequently they fa\\ 
new objedts ; but having rather more li 
given them than in their progrcfs towards t: 
pital, they made more particular obl'ervatic 
fome places through which they paiTed.

In the year ^^% the Tartars overran a great 
t^rt of Japan with an innumerable army 3 but 
Ueir fleet having been loll in one night, in a 
Iriolent ftorm, the Japanefe commander, on the 
Ibllowing day, attacked the invaders with fuch 
Sefolution, that not a man was left alive to return 
^ith the tidings of fuch an unparalleled defeat, 
Jn like manner, when they were again attacked 
l>y the Tartars, in 1281, with an array of two 
iiundred and forty thoufand men, the vidory was 
equally great and glorious. The expulfion of 
the Portuguefe, and the extirpation, at the fame 
time, of the Chrit^ian religion, were fo complete. 
that fcarcely a trace of them now remains. The 
war and devaftrition continued for the fpace of 
forty years: feveral millions of vidims fell 5 and 
the laft fiege cut off no fewer than thirty- feven 
thoufand men. 

Thefe viftories, however, are not the only 
proofs of the courage and intrepidity of the Ja- 
panefe. The fubfequent anecdote fets them in a 
flill higher light, A Japanefe veffel arrived at 
the iflafid of Formofa, then in the hands of the 
Dutch, iii 1630. Peter Nnytz, the governor, ill- 
treated the Japanefe merchants 5 and upon their 
return home, they complained of the infults they 
had received.

They make ufo of the fincft 
fiiiS and cedars, and cover them with a vamiili 
preps^red from the rhas vernix, which grows 
every where in abundance. This varuitli oozcs 
out iTom the tree, on ir^ bei[}g wounded, and at 
fird is about the conliftcure of cream; but after- 
wards jrrows thicker. It is cf fuch n tranfparcct 
nature tlut, when it is laid, pure and unmixed, on 
boxes and other pieces of fLirniture, every vein 
of the wood may clearly be feen through. 

This lackered work is generally farther embel- 
lifhed with gold and iilver flowers, and figures 
laid on the varnilh.

Diredions for what ought, and whi 
to be done, are drawn up in a very o 
ner, without fpccifying the punifhmc 
to difobedience, or adding any memi 
quent iu the laws of Europe. 

Imperfed as the fcience of medicii 
pan, it has feveral diftind profelTors.

with moxa ; and pundurifing with a n 
another branch of the healing art. 

The moft frequent difeafes are cl 
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is in motion ; but which fcnfation ceafes the mo- 
ment he is at reft. 

No country prefents more proofs of agricultu- 
Tal ikill and induftryj and yet neither rewards 
nor encouragements are necefiary. In Japan, thfe 
tillers of the ground are confidered as the moft 
ufefnl clafs of citizens, and they arc treated ac- 
cordingly. They neither groan under opprcHions, 
nor do they labour for others. The impofts in- 
deed are pretty heavy, but they are paid in kind j 
and the farmer is at full liberty to cultivate the 
foil in that manner which he conceives will bfe 
moft advantageous to him. He is not peftered 
with mixed property, nor incommoded by Gothic 
rights of commonage. 

One law, however, is lingular. All are bound 
to cultivate their land 5 and if a hulbandman 
leaves more than the ftated quantity of his farm 
unfown, he forfeits his fields, and another is at 
liberty to occupy them *. 

Rice is their principal corn. Wheat, barley, 
and rye are little ufed. Among the efculent root- 
ed vegetables, batatas are the moft abundant and 
palatable. They have many kinds of beans and 
peas, and alfo of alliaceous plants, turnips, and 
cabbages. From the feeds of the latter they cx- 
prefs an oil for their lamps. 

Buck-wheat (Polygonum fagopyrum) is moft 
commonly ufed when ground to meal, and made 
into fmall cakes; which, after being boiled and 
fometiraes coloured, are baked and fold in the vil- 
lages, and at the baiting places, at a very cheap 
rate.

A very few fwiiie, of the Chmcfc hreed, afl| 
kept here. Sheep and goats arc not to be foTinJ 
in the whole country, Doga, however, are kej| 
from fnpcrftitiotis motives ; and cats are the gen* 
ral favourites of the Ifidles. Domeltic poultv] 
arc plentiful, and much valued on account of thcii 
eggs, which are drefled in a great variety of ways 
That the precious metals are to be futiud ic 
abundance in this empire, is well known both t< 
the Portuguefe and Dutch, who formerly export- 
ed whole fhip loads of thejn. GroldTis found it 
feveral parts -, but that it may not lofc its vala? 
by being too plentiful, it is prohibited to dig mort 
than a certain dated quantity > and none can b< 
exported either in bullion or in coin.

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Copper is common in ever}' part of the em- 
re ; and being richly impregnated with gold, it 
'nflitutcs the main fource of the wealth of ma- 
r provinces. It ftill is exported in confiderable 
aantities by the Dutch and Chinele. 

Iron is far from being common in Japan. It 
s found, however, in fome provinces; but they 
iTC neither fond of exporting or importing this 
metal, at lead for fale. 

As their intercourfe with foreigners is extreme- 
ly limited, the greateft part of their commerce 
muil be amongft themfelves. Their inland trade 
is verjr fiouriCKing, and in every refpe6t free and 
vncontrouled. The harbours are covered with 
coailing veflels and boats, and the high roads are 
crowded with travellers, tranfportiug their wares 
from one place to another. 

Though merchants frequently accumulate great 
weajth, their profelfion is never reckoned honour- 
able ; nor can they purchafe titles or raife them- 
felves to a higher rank. On the contrary, they 
are always de^ifed, and the public at large enter- 
tain the mod contemptible opinion of them, un- 
der the impreliion that their wealth has been pro- 
cured at the expence of their fellow citizens. This 
fliews a narrow way of thinking ; for in the mod 
enlightened nations, the character of a merchant 
II always the highed. 

The coins ufcd in this country are of various 
denominations ; fuch as New Kobangs, Old Ko* 
bangs, Itjibs, Nandiogin, Itaganne, Kodama, Se* i 
ni, Kosju, Kin, and Gomome Gin. They are ge- J

The fnllowing day they travelled to ArkidotnaUp 
to view fomc Javaocfc idob, hewn io ftonc, and 
difpcrftid abuut the woods, in groups of three or 
four. Both the nativeii a»d the Cliinefe Tacnficfi 
to them ; but on what pretext we are not told. 

U\ thiii roLiic they faw many wild pcacocka, 
fl> iTi^T from tree to tree, and Ipreading their beau- 
tiful fans- Tigers are faid to be very numerous 
and iicrce hrrii; for which rcafon, two foldicri 
incediintiy blew fmall French horns, in order to 
frighten tht^m away. 

Un the '2C)\h, they made a tliverfion from tb» 
flraight road to Mount Cherroton, which ftands 
quite detached, aimed in the centre of the coun- 
try, and has many lingular natural cavities, in 
which the fwallows (hirundo efculenta) build 
their nefls. Thefe nefts are of a gelatinous na- 
ture, and are highly cfteemed among the luxuri- 
The natives made them a prefent of fome 

' thefc edible nefts, and likewife of two of the 
J|irds that produce them, which are fmall, and 
Kwbolly black. 
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Here they were fuperbly entertained by the 
ivaneie governor of the province at dinner, and 
ept up fome kind of converfation in Malays 
hich the whole party imperfeftly underftood. 

Soon after they returned to Batavia, where our 
ftveller was afterwards very afiiduous in his vi- 
ts to the hofpital, in which numbers died, not* 
ithdanding the beft naedical care. In fa6t, the 
lortality at Batavia has been gradually increafing, 
:hich is fuppofed to originate frota the number 
id the filthinefs of the canals. 

M. Radermacher and Dr. Hoffman endeavour- 
i to prevail on M. Thunberg to fettle in this 
3untry,by the mod flattering views ot intereft; 
nt though the climate did not difagree with him, 
id he had, at that time, no particular profpedtg 
1 his native land, he was deaf to every reprefent- 
tion that had for its objeft to detach liim fronji 
le country that gave him birth. 

After taking an affedionate leave of his friend* 
t Batavia, he embarked on board a ihip bound 
3 Ceylon, in the capacity of furgeon ; and, oa 
lie 7th of July, they got under weigh with a 
jft and profperous wind, which brought them m 
ght of that ifland on the 29th of Augud. In 
liling up to Columbo, the ihip had a very nar«- 
ow cfcape from being run on the fhoals, through 
he ignorance and indecifion of the captain. 

M. Thunberg, having got fafe on ihore, paid 
lis refpe6ts to Governor Falck, a very learned and 
enfible man, at the fame time poflcfled of a libe- 
al fpirit. He had likewife an introdu^on to 
A, Van Sluyiken, infpedor of the cinnamon 
rade, who commonly went by the name of Cap- 
ain Cinnamon, and who treated luYtvVvOcw xjasi^Sa. 
f^ard. And he had faxthet tbe ^00^ iQrt"Coxsfc^ 
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find here two of l»is own countrymen, who hm 

honourable offices tinder the Daich company. It 
Is almoft unnecelTnry to atld, that they rcceivd 
him wirh affr^tionate regard* 

C^oJumbo, the Dutch capital of this liland, i* 
Jarge and handfooie, and well fortified. Thr 
governor's palace U very elegant and fpadoiMi 
though it is no more than one ftory high* 

Tlic climate ift natnrally as hot as Batavia ; bnl 
thtr coMiitryi being more elevated, is far 
agreeable, and favourable to health, 

Uor traveller, in company with a Ccybnefc 
whom the governor had kindly appointed to at 
tend lnni> made daily cjtcurfion^ in the vicinity 
CoUimho, and eolleftcd diligently the varioi 
prod anions of the fpor^ which were fufficientif 
iatcreiHag to repay the toils he endured in thcic 
fcLirch. i 

Among other plants^thc dolichos pruriens, «" 
IcbnucJ as a Yermifuge* was? pretty common, ai 
As-as thiit beautiful vegetable, the EarringtouiH, 
which loves the banks of ftreams. 

It i.sn'afonable to fnppofcj that the moft valu- 
able plaiu of Ceylon, the tree that produces the ^ 
cinnamon, did not cfcape his particular invclliga- ; 
tion. It is the hinrus citmamomura, and rifes to 
a middling height and lize. This tree is diftin- 
guilhed from the laurus caflia, which feems to be 
a variety of it, by having broader and more obtufe 
leaves. 

The chief difference, however, between the 
tree that yields the cinnamon and the caflia, may 
be afcribed to foil and cultivation. Our botanift, 
who was well qualified to judge, does not confi- 
^cr th^:m as diitiu6l fpecics. 






^^ 
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For a number of years the Europeans belie ved» 
id the Ceylouele maintained, that cinnamon, 
» be good, mufl be left to itfelf, and be propa- 
ited only by the birds. This abfurd prejudice 
now removed, and many thoufand trees are 
>w feen flouriihing in the gardens, the bark of 
hich is not inferior to the beft that grow nata-> 
lly in the woods. 

The cinnamon leaf has a Urong fcent of cloves; 
le root, on the other hand, fmells like falTafras; 
It, by means of fublimation, yields camphor* 
he tree, however, to which the Cingalefe uni* 
rfally give the appellation of Kurundu, appeart 
be greatly diminiflied in the woods; io that 
e barkers^ for feveral years pal^, have not been 
»]e to procure the quantity required. 
The coafts round the whole ifland of Ceylon, 
the didance of fix leagues or more, inland, be* 
Qgentirdy to the. Dutch, though the nativei 
cupy them under the jurifdi^on of the gover* 
r*. The interior and mountainous part of tKe 
and ig fiill poiTefied by the King, or Emperor, 
Candi, who is fo hemmed in, that he cannot 
ide with any other nation. 
Chriftianity has made great progrefs among the 
ryioncfCf neverthelefs, by far the greater part 
them are Pagans, who pay great adoration to 
eir idol Budha, or Budfo, whofe image is to be 
:n in all their temples, and often in private 
ufes. 

The Moors, who come hither from the conti- 
Qt, arc pretty numerous in Columbo, and carry

Ha^-ing faljsfietl hts curiofity in the vicinity 
Columboi ofur traveller fet out for Mature, 
company with M* Frcibus, who was going ihith 
on public bvifinefs. This jbumey was perfonw 
in J paUnqiiin, which is not very different frc 
the Japaocfe norimon* Their route lay thrmi; 
Panture, Kalterc, Wellotte, Hckkede^ and foi 
other places* The road f^xtended along I 
coafl, and was often incommodious and fani 
though enlivened on one fide with beauti 
forcIU of cocoa* trees- 

In five days thoy arrived at Mature ; and i 
mediately fet about fliipping off three huDd 
and t^Kenty'^x bales of cinnamon in wool 
facksj over which was fcwcd a cow's hide* T 
fmgeon* are obliged to citamine thia drug, i 
nve refponfible for its goodnefs. This they tr 
afcertain by chewing, which, if long continu 
brings on intolerable pain, particularly if it ii 
the coarfer fort. 

The fuperfine cinnamon is known by the 
lowing properties: in the firft place, it is t 
and rather pliable ; fecoudly, it is of a light 
lour, inclining to yellow ; and thirdly, it \ 
fefles a fweelilh tafte, and is not ftronger t 
-^an be borne without pain. v

Our botanill was at great pains to procure 
Come bloiToms of this tree^ in order to a leer tain 
L t8 genus ; but was condantly difappointed. He 
z^aTd only obtain fome branches, after repeated 
efforts i and> from the light of them, he was con- 
irinced, that it was neither the anngyris fostida^ 
nor the (lerculia foetida. He brought fome live 
plants of it as far as the Britiih Channel in boxes ; 
but they, and many other valuable and curiou*; 
plants, were wholly loft and deftroyed in a ftorm. 
Of the wood which he carried to his native coun- 
try, the fcent was entirely loft. 

Another curious tree is the flangen-hout of 
the Dutch, probably the ophioxylon lerpentinnm, 
\rhich is not only ufcd as an efficacious antidote 
againft ferpents, but likewile in ardent and ma- 
lignant fevers. The Kuropeans have cups turned 
of the wood, into which wine is poured, which, 
in a fhort time, extra6ts the virtues of the wood. 
and is drank as a ftomachic. It is of a bitterilli 
tafte. 

Near Candia, the capital of the country and 
the reiidence of the emperor, camphor is laid to 
be diftilled. This city ftands upon an eminence, 
near the centre of the ifland. In its environs is 
a very high mountain, the fummit of which is 
cabled Adam*s Pcakj and here the father of thft 
human race is fnppofed to lie buried. To this 
place the Cingalefe make frequent pilgrimages, 
and pretend that the print of Adam's foot is llill 
perceptible in the mountain.

Having previoufly come into foundings, on 
'the Ib'th of September they arrived in light of 
^Le Lizard Point, on the coall of Cornwall, and 
^ruifing about for a day and night, at lafl difco- 
Vcred the Dutch men of war that had been fent 
t.o convoy home the Indiamen. A lieutenant 
«ud clerk foon aftejr came on board the ihip, to 
l<x>k for contraband goods : but they kindly con- 
^ned their fearch to the captain's cabin, and there 
only rummaged his wine bottles. 

On the 28th, they failed down Channel, be- 
tween Dover and Calais, with a favoumble wind 3 
but in the evening of that day, a fudden and vio- 
lent dorm arofe, which forced them towards 
land, rent their fails, and brought down the top- 
xnalb. They were fo near the breakers, that all 
gave up the (hip as inevitably loll ; and the failors 
ceafed to exert th'emfelves any longer. Indeed, 
Qwing to the avarice of the captain and the chief 
mate, who had difpofed of the bell part of the 
\ provilions at the Cape for their own emolument, 
' the -failors had fared miferably all the voyage ; 
and they were now fo exh^ufted with toil and 
\ faintnefs, that many of them tumbled from the 
■ J^ggJOff' ^^^ fevcral fainted away on the deck it- 
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The Tjnpriociplcd officers, not c^xpcAi 
voyugt to bi^ of fuch lotig duration, bd^ 
becq obliged to reduci; thfr crew to n fli< 
lovv«t)oe c>l the wretched fare they had re 
for th«m* This liot only redaced the Jtrtiv 
the meo> but occafioned great murmuring 
dircontent* For this nctarious condud, the 
taia and maic vvcrc, in the lequel, anaigncd 
juftly dilinilTed froai the Icrvice. 

After a dreadfat Diirht, when the morning 
gan to da^^'^o, thry found that ihcy had \ 
drivCD in between tht^ land baoks^ nearly o[ 
file to Odcnd, and that ihcy were entireJy ft 
rated from their convoy. " Seeing a profped 
fafcty, the crew imbibed frefli conrage to eXl 
cate ihetuieives from this perilous fituatiooi, 
which, by a favonnible change of the wind, tJh 
fucceeded, and at length arrived fafein the Text 
Exclu£iv« of other damage oiir traveller fufle 
ed on this trying occaJion, he had the misforiui 
of keing bis plantation of upwards of one ha 
dred curious (hrubs, of both fpecies of the brea 
fruit and other extremely rare plants, turned top 
turvy, and abfolutely delkoyed, after all his paii 
With a heart, however, grateful to the Suprei 
for his protediion, during many dangers in a [ 
riod of feven years that he had been abfent frc 
Kurope, i\I. Thunberg hired a boat for Amft^ 
dam; and immediately paid his refpedts to 
patrons and friends, from whom he received t 
inoll cordial congratulations, and their full appi 
batron of his labours. 

Having vifitcd the different collections of i 
riofities in Amlierdam and the vicinity, and 
niflied his engagements with the Dutch Eaft In 
?'Ompany, in a vnauutr ecYu-s^VV^ K^wour^ble

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^■>oth parties, he refolved to travel to England, 
and to fpend part of the winter in London. 

With this view, palling through the HaguCj 
^Dd infpeding the dadtholder's cabinets of tb( 
3produ6tions of nature and art, he took his paffagc 
on board the Engliih packet-boat from Helvoct- 
iluysj but a heavy ftorm and contrary windi 
-coming on, they were driven far from their courfe 
and landed at a diftant place from London. 

On his arrival in the Britilli metropolis, hi: 
friends, M. Dryander and Dr. Solander introduc 
ed him to Sir Jofeph Banks, whofe kindnefs an< 
favours he acknowledges in the moil gratefu 
terms. Indeed, our illuftrious countryman, wh< 
bad himfelf given up the allurements of plealV.ri 
and opulence for fcientific purfuits in diftaii 
climes, could not fail to refped a man infpife< 
with iimilar views, but contending with many fu 
perior difadvantages. 

The amazing colledions of Sir Jofeph Br.nk 
were laid open to his infpedionj and he farthe 
vifited, with fatisfa6tion, the Royal Garden a 
Kew, and other private and public gardens, am 
miifeums, with which London and its vicinit 
abound. * 

In a word, our traveller feems captivated wit 
every thing he faw in England; and he has fine 
had the honour of being elected a member -of th 
Royal Society, as well as of the London Medici 
and the Linnaean Societies. 
f Anxious, no doubt, to revifit his native lane 

after fuch a tedious abfence, he fet out from Loi 
don on the 30th of January 1 '/'/i)^ in company wit 
* a countryman juft returned from North America 
and taking the route of Holland aud Gc^w\a\v 
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
